The First Covered Bridge 

... Across the Schuylkill 

On New Year's Day, 1805, an excited throng was 

E resent to witness the opening of the first covered 
ridge in America ... and it spanned our own Schuyl- 
kill River at Market Street! 

Previous to this, crossing had been made by fords 
or ferries. Pawlin»'s Fordcrossed I he Schuylkill one 
mile above Valley Forge. Righter's Ferry had been es- 
tablishedat Flat Rockby Act of the Assembly in 1741. 

In 1810 came the erection of the first bridge with- 
in the limits of Montgomery County between 

Merion and Manayunk. 

The same year another bridge was erected in 
Chester County for the Ridge Road, and in 1828 
the Norristown Bridge was built . . . when the set- 
tlement was 100 years old. 

For many vears, however, bridges were so few that 
the Schuylkill was a real obstacle to crosswise travel. 
People had to travel far to make a crossing. 

The Schuylkill, coursing through our thickly popu- 
lated area, is an obstacle to the transportation of 
water which must he overcome by man s ingenuity. 
The Philadelphia Suburban Water Company carries 
water across this river in massive iron pipes, one 
laid in the deep water above the Conshohocken 
dam and one through the rocks below it.
